CAPTIVE APACHES. 


H«w Bocks and Squaw* EnJ*? Life at Cfc- 


, ' 
de Sam'« Brpeaso. 


For some months a lot of wotnem 
.nd cfcfMren, captured by CapttriM 
Jrawford and Davis, farre partaken of 
the hospitality of a log cabin Krjoinlnjf 
he guard-honte, diluted with gafflcfenJ 
reodom. The yomigsters romped out- 
side at will and the squaws adorned 
he porch of the guard-Jxrase daily. 
They were a rather rodwstrioa» set- »»d 
arned many a prop**- peso by weaving 
landsome baskets of bear-grass in the 
iloqui style, making moccasins for the 
soldiers and constructing toy models of 
heir unique cradles. 
Thfl$r were aiso 


jjiven some Kght work to do around 
he post, which helped to keep them 
loolthy and happy. Among these cap- 
lives were several children of Natchez, 
wo of Geronimo's wives and a son 
and daughter of the same redoubtable 
renegade. When Lieutenant Faison 
arrived with his fifty-eight prisoners 
rom the Sonora surrender the guard- 
louse captives were led out to join 
hem. 
If was a happy reunion. 


Chief Chihuahua was especially de- 


ighted to meet again his wife and 
hree children. The whole band went 
down to a ' little dry arroyo,- thre«- 
ourths of a mile from the post, and 
amped amid the sand and rocks, 
^ire-wood and rations were hauled out 
;o them and they quickly made them- 
selves comfortable. For the first day 
ihe improvements comprised only "a 
jrubbing of cacti and the building of 
semi-circular wind-breaks with bushes, 
:tc.. But soon tha patient squaws had 
ichieved a village. The tall stalks 
of (he century plant, were peaked over 
he spaces inclosed by wind-breaks, 
and around these rude tent-poles were 
stretched blankets or numerous rods of 
naiileachod muslin. These roofs were, 
on an areraga, about three and one- 


f feet from the ground. The gen- 


eral effect of eaeh tent reminded ona 


f such on umbrella as our friend lends 
is on a rainy day. They were effective, 
lowever, in keeping off the wmd and 
sun—which is where they overmatched 
be umbrella. 


While the scjoaws trudged about in 
hese domestic pursuits, the backs were 
equally industrious—in gambling. They 
squatted around blankets spread in the 
sand, and deftly dealt pocnkan (the 
nVrican monte), stapgring down t»eir 
stays with the peculiar vehemence 
?hich yoa may see as well in a saloon 
as in an Apache camp. They gambled 
or money, for cartridges, for blankets 
and for ponies. 
Their chips were 
sometimes coffee beans, sometimes 
cartridges, and often neat slivers of 
tent grass, cleverly bundled. A fair 
share of tbe day, however, they rested 
rom gambling' to personal adornment, 
Dotrn «nder some wind-warding bush 
yon would stumble upon an athletic 
warrior, carefully painting his face in 
crimson rings and stripes, or, mayhap, 
mollifying bis great^irop of hair wife 
a fist-sise chunk of mutton tallow—base 
>arbari*n, who has noS yet learned ffce 
delicacy of civilized refinement in 
rouge and perfumed laid! 


The Cbiricahuas are. a straight, ath- 


etie, weBUsized tribe, with intelligent 
eatures, supple bodies and ftoticeably 
small hands and feet. The fcmates, big 
•and little, wear simple, print dresses, 
•which reach to their ankles. The 
Mother Hubbard style of architecture 
eems Bot unpopular among the old 
women, althoagh eschewed by the 
•oung. The rest of the wardrobe com- 
>rises high-shanked buckskin mocca- 
iin$, a bright headkerchief aad brack- 
ets ot silver, brass, tin-can and beads, 
with similarly constituted' necklaces 
and ear-rings. 


Flqr a head-dress tha Apache rolls a 


>ig bandanna to a three-inch band anil 
jinds it around his bulging cranium 
'rom stem to stern. In prosperity ha 
decks this hand with big disks of silver. 
Aroo&d his waist he wears one, tiro or 
three webbing belts, fall o* Uncle 
»|s copper cartridges of 45-70 de- 


mHrrinaiion. Dependent from the sides 
are his buckskin tobacco-pooch, an en- 
cased awl for moccasin mending and a 
Sheffield butcher-knife in a sheath 
which swallows all but the very tip of 
tha handle. He further sports ear- 
ings—old 
Nanay had two neavy 
waiti-chains fastened to bis—from two 
to a dozen necklaces of big beads, a 
email circular mirror and rings and 
jracelets till yon ean't rest Ono young 
rack, of whom I took tt>e census, -had 
thirteen rings on his left hand, eleven 
on -his right and a dozen bracelets, 
(beads, brass and silver) on either 
wrist. He was the king dode of the 
whole outfit and very little force in war.

PASSION AND DEATH. 


Fatal Termination ot a Quarrel 


Between Father-in-Law 


and Son-in-Law. 


The Latter, Attacked With a Pitchfork, 


Compelled to Draw His Pistol 


snd Shoot in Self-Defense. 


Instant Death of the Old Man After the 


First Fire—Testimony Before the 


Coroner's Inquest. 


PINCKNETVILLE, III., July 14.—A la- 


mentable tragedy occurred yesterday 
morning near Tamaroa, ten miles east of 
here, In the killing o{ John W. Corgan, 


old and prominent citlzeu ol the 


county, by his son-in-law, Harry Miller. 


Miller has been living on a farm three 


miles east of Taraaroa,* which lie rented 
from Corgan. About three montns-since 
they had a difficulty, which was com 
promised in the courts here by Corgaa 
giving a peace bond, and allowing Miller 
to 
remain 
upon 
the 
farm 
until 


the expiration of his lease, October 1. 
Since that time the parties have not been 
friendly, and Miller moved off the place 
mat Monday. On Tuesday,he went hack 
to get his share of an oat crop that had 
been grown on the farm, taking four 
wagons, with necessary hands. Below 
is given a synopsis of the evidence of W. 
8. Jones, an eye-witness, before the 
coroner's jury at Tamaroa yesterday 
morning- 
"My name Is W. b. Jones ; age, thirty. 


BIX years; live three miles east of Tama- 
loa. Miller came to my house this morn- 
ing, and asked me to go and help him 
naul his share of the oat crop off Cor- 
Rtm's farm. I went and took a hand with 
me. There were four wagons with two 
men to each wagon. 
When we arrived 


at the field two of the party got out and 
'°t the fence down, and Miller started to 
drive iu. I hallooed to him that he had 
better tell Corgan he had come to divide 
the oats. Just then he looked up and 
Mid: 'Yonder they come, now—all o! 
them with pitchfork*!' 
By this time 


Corgau had got within about one hun- 
dred yards of Miller, and said: 'G«t out 
of here, you thief 
You come heie to 


steal again. You get out, orl'Hputyon 
out.' Miller had, as yet, s aid nothing to 
Corgan, wht> had arrived at the wagon by 
this tirni'. Miller said.- 'I am now ready 
to divide those oats' Corgan said: 
am not ready to divide them, and won't 
divide them,' At this time he was near 
the horses' beads, and came around to 
the side of the wagon, and made at Miller 
with the folk, trying to get in the wagon, 
which he finally did. 


About this time John Corgan, Jr., 


aged about eighteen years, came up, and 
made at Miller with a fork. Corgan, 
Sr., was still in the wagon, and striking 
at Miller with a pitchfork, and Miller wai 
warding off the blows with one hand and 
holding his team with the other, and fi- 
nally, hit Corgan, knocking him out of the 
wagon. Corgan rose and grabbed the 
fork and started for him, trying to stick 
him with the fork. 


Miller then drew his pistol and shot. 


Mr. Corgan fell in his son's arms and ex- 
pired in a few minutes. Miller turned to 
Mr. Corgan's sons, two of whom were 
present, and said: 'Boys, you see what 
I have had to do.' He then turned hia 
team and drove out of the field and to 
town, accompanied by his b'rother, Wm. 
Miller. The shooting occurred on the 
farm known as the Pyle place, three miles 
east of Tamaroa." 


THU STORY CORROBORATED. 


The above evidence was corroboratec 


In all the main facts by most ol the wit 
nesses. The pistol used was a small 82- 
caliber, rusty concern, that did not look 
like it- would more than make a noise 
The ball entered the body between the 
tirst and second ribs of the right side, 
four inches from the center of the ster- 
num, five inches above the right nipple 
and two inches below the collar bone, 
.passed in an oblique direction to the lefi 
aide, cutting either the main artery or 
going through the heart. 


Dr. Ward probed the wound, bui 


could not find the ball. The hemorrhage 
was 
Internal, escaping through the 


mouth. Corgan lived in Tamaroa, anc 
with his two sous, John, Jr., and Frank, 
was out on the farm harvesting hay. He 
was a large, fine-looking man, and ctoe 
who was very positive in all his opinions 
a very strong friend, but had no use foi 
hia enemies. He had been a resident o: 
this county lor many years, and was wel 
known and respected. 


After the shooting Miller came to 


Tamaroa and gave himself up to 'Squire 
Willoughoy, who turned him over to 
Constable Craln, and he was brought 
here and placed in jail. He H a m an of 
ordinary appearance and intelligence, 
comes of a highly respected family, aged 
twenty-four years, and has been married 
to Mr. Corgan's daughter for three 
years. 
He 
appears 
to 
feel 


very 
badly 
about 
the 
matter 


and regrets it veiy much. He says that 
it was a matter of life and death with 
him. 
Coroner Farmer selected a jury 


yesterday afternoon, and proceeded to 
investigate 
the matter. There were 


eleven witnesses to the tragedy, two of 
ivhora were brothers to Miller, and two 
sons of the deceased. At the time of his 
leath Mr. Corgan was engaged in mer- 
chandizing in Tamaroa.

He does not claim that ths 
proposed system of co-operatioa is a 
philanthropic or benevolent project, 
but simply a business proposition, made 
upon what he considers business prin- 
ciples, for the benefit ot all concerned.
